August, 1948 for towns with a population of 30,001 anl 
over have been ieoeivod In respect of only 142 towns (124 
towns out of 182 in I ulia and 18 towns oiTt of 30 in Indian 
States)* The estimaiod mid-y- ar population of all those 142 
towns is 17,501,924* The biiths a id deaths recorded in these 
towns numbered 11,302 and 0,h2l giving the birth and 
death rates of 33 * 6 and 2d’ 2 per thousand of the popula- 
tion re^peo ivoly. 

(A) In dia - — The births and deaths recorded in towns in 
India were 10,202 and 0 134 representing birth and death rates 
of 34- 1 and 20*4 per thousand oi th> populatio i respectively* 
The two towns, nainily, Sitv ur ** A 1 Etawah, in U, P. retur- 
ned a high death rate oi 58-7 and 51* 4 per thousand ol 
the population respectively. The high death iaoo in 
Sitapur was mainly duo to deaths from fevers and cholera 
and in Efcawah partly due to deaths from fevers and 
lespiratory dis ages. 

Th <re wore 130 deaths from oliolora and 20 deaths from 
smallpox. There was no death from plague during 
the week under review.
